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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: 

No literal support can be seen in the specification for the limitation of "target 
density in said cured composition below about 2000 kg/m 2 " found in claim 1 . (Note that 
the specification recites on page 7 a density of 2000 kg/m 3 ). 

No literal support can be seen in the specification for the limitation of "having a 
mean diameter from 10 to 60 urn" found in claim 2. (Note that the specification recites 
on page 5 that the average diameter of the fibers is from 20 to 100um, more preferably 
30 to 60 u.m). 

No literal support can be seen for the phrases "for each one part by weight of 
cement" and "patent reinforcing fibers" found in claim 7. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for the use of certain reinforcing fibers, does not 
reasonably provide enablement for the use of any reinforcing fibers. The specification 
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does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to practice the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

Applicant recites on page 5 of the specification that "The nature of the fibers must 
meet certain criteria. For example, the fibers must be of high strength and modulus, and 
must exhibit a high bond strength to the matrix." Accordingly it is the position of the 
examiner that this limitation (i.e. high strength and modulus and high bond strength) 
should be present in claim 1 . 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 7 and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 7 is confusing as it recites "for each one part by weight of cement" 
however cement is not positively recited in claim 1 . Also it is unclear as to what is 
meant by "patent reinforcing". Clarification is requested. 

Claims 13 and 14 are inconsistent with claim 9 as claim 9 is not directed to a 
"composite". Applicant needs to use consistent terminology. 

References Cited By The Examiner 

6. The references are cited as showing the general state of the art and as such, 
they are not seen to teach or fairly suggest the instant invention. With respect to the 
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Cheyrezy et al reference (6,723,162) it is the position of the examiner that the reference 
fails to teach and/or fairly suggest the required density limitation. Gleeson et al (US 
Patent No. 6,572,697 and 2003/0205172) fail to teach the length of the fiber addition as 
well as the use of the same fiber amounts as instantly claimed as it teaches against 
adding fibers in an amount of less than 4%. The other references teach the state of the 
art and fail to teach all of the claimed limitations.
